has a plurality of openings for retaining fusion promoting material.

1 7. (previously presented) The spinal fusion implant of claim 1 5 in which said body 
includes a wall surrounding said internal chamber.

1 9. (previously presented) The spinal fusion implant of claim 1 5 In which said body 
has means for closing said accessing means.
